Subject: Procedure for admission to MD/MS(Ayurveda ) courses in Shri Krishna Govt. Ayurvedic College , 

Kurukshetra for Academic Session 2019 -20 .

The Governor of Haryana is pleased to notify the admission procedure in supersession of all the earlier 
notifications issued in this regard , to be adopted for admission to Post Graduate Courses i.e . MD /MS 
(Ayurveda ) in Shri Krishna Govt . Ayurvedic College & Hospital, Kurukshetra for the Academic Session 
2019 -20 . 
It is further notified that in Government/Private Institutions covered under this Notification , 15 % of the seats 
are under All India Merit Category of AIA - PGET - 2019 , Counseling for which is conducted by Department 
of AYUSH Govt . of India /Central Council of Indian Medicine (here in after called as CCIM ) on the basis of 
all India merit of AIA -PGET 2019 and the counseling for remaining 85 % of the seats will be conducted by 
Shri Krishna AYUSH University , Kurukshetra , on the basis of AIA - PGET 2019 . 
25 % seats shall be reserved ( Institutional preference ) for the candidates who have passed BAMS courses 
from the Institutions located in the State of Haryana for admission to MD /MS (Ayurveda ) courses under 
State Quota Seats. 
5 % Seats of annual sanctioned intake capacity shall be filled up by person with benchmark disabilities in 
accordance with the guidelines regarding admission to students with specified Disabilities under the Rights 
of Person with Disabilities Act, 2016 . The Disability Certificate issued by designated Medical Board 
constituted by PGIMS, Rohtak will only be considered valid for counseling /admission purposed for the 
academic session 2019 -20 . The dates on which the Medical board at PGIMS Rohtak will sit shall be duly 
publicized on the website of Shri Krishna AYUSH University , Kurukshetra (www .skau . in ). 
There shall be three seats reserved (one in each clinical subject i.e . Panchkarma, Shalya Tantra and 
Kaumarbhritya - Bal Roga ) for regular in -service (AMO ’ s/ teachers ) candidates of Govt. of Haryana. These 
seats will be filled - in on the basis of merit of AIA - PGET 2019 . In -service candidate has to produce NOC 
issued by state Government. In case there is no in -service candidate available , then these seats shall be filled 
in from Haryana open category merit list . 
Shri Krishna AYUSH University Kurukshetra, is authorized to conduct the counseling as per Merit of AIA 
PGET -2019 for admission in Shri Krishna Govt. Ayurvedic College & Hospital, Kurukshetra subject to 
verification of eligibility and original documents by the Admission Committee constituted by the State 
Government/ Shri Krishna AYUSH University Kurukshetra . 
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The MD /MS ( Ayurveda ) Courses are available in Shri Krishna Govt. Ayurvedic College & Hospital, 
Kurukshetra subject to the final approval from the Govt. of India , Ministry of AYUSH , New Delhi /State 
Govt. /Affiliating University . The tentative seat distribution of MD /MS (Ayurveda ) Courses in Shri Krishna

( a ) The tentative seat distribution of MD /MS (Ayurveda ) Courses in various subjects/ specialties is 

attached at Annexure - I. The seats in each specialty are subject to the final approval from the Govt. 
of India, Ministry of AYUSH , New Delhi /State Govt. /Affiliating University . Accordingly , the final 
distribution of seats may vary depending upon the sanction / decision of the Govt. of 
India /CCIM /State Government/Affiliating University . 
Roster shall be maintained for allotment of seats for institutional preference, PWD Category . 
Distribution of seats is subject to applicability of state reservation policy as notified by the state 

government from time to time. 
It is further notified that all the students desirous of seeking admission to MD /MS (Ayurveda ) Courses will 
have to apply to the Shri Krishna AYUSH University , Kurukshetra to get registered . The details of dates for 
inviting applications and Counseling schedule shall be duly publicized as well as uploaded on the website of 
Shri Krishna AYUSH University, Kurukshetra i.e. www .skau . in . 
The candidates will have to appear in person before the admission committee at Shri Krishna 
AYUSH University , Kurukshetra for document verification . The detailed schedule will be announced 
later on and the candidates are required to regularly visit the website as stated above for updates and 
also to read newspapers. 
Eligibility Criteria : 
A candidate for admission to MD /MS (Ayurveda ) Courses in Shri Krishna Govt. Ayurvedic College & 
Hospital Kurukshetra will be eligible if he /she : 
i. is a citizen of India. 
ii. has passed BAMS examination from the recognized university / institution situated in Haryana as a 

bonafide resident of Haryana or has passed BAMS examination from any other Ayurvedic 
College/Institution recognized by the CCIM New Delhi and who/whose parent(s) produce (s) a 
Haryana Resident Certificate as per Government instructions given in Annexure ‘ A ’ & B or any 

modification issued by competent authority from time to time. 
iii. should have completed satisfactorily one year compulsory Rotatory Internship from Institutions 

recognized by the State Govt. for this purpose by 31 .10 .2019 . 
iv . The candidate should be registered with the state Ayurvedic Council/CCIM New Delhi. 
Note . — 

The candidate shall have to bring, in original, all the relevant certificates/ documents at the 
time of document verification without which admission to MD /MS (Ayurveda) Courses shall 
not be granted . Attested photocopies of certificates/documents will not be considered valid for 

the purpose of counseling. 
A student who is already admitted to any PG Courses including PG Diploma course in any Institution is not 
eligible to apply till the completion of the course . An undertaking to this effect shall be given by the 
candidate. Concealment of facts would invite disqualification without assigning any reason . 
After commencement of PG courses if a candidate having joined the Institutebut leaves the course after the 
three days prior to the last date of admission as prescribed by CCIM New Delhi then : 
( i) He/She will be debarred for next three years from applying for admission to any PG Course in the 

State . 
( ii ) He/She will have to pay the Bond Money Rs. 7 , 50 ,000/ - (Rs. Seven Lakhs Fifty Thousand only ) for 

PG Course for which Bond shall be executed at the time of admission by the Institute . 
The candidates at the time of admission will be required to execute a bond with two sureties (on non 
judicial stamp duly attested by 1st Class magistrate that he /she will not leave the course before 
completion . In case , any one leaves the course midway , he /she will pay Rs . 7 ,50 ,000 /- (Rs. Seven 
Lakhs Fifty Thousand only) to Institution concerned . The student shall also have to return the whole 
amount of stipend/ emoluments paid to him /her in advance . This rule shall not be applicable in the 
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( vi) 
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condition of death or certified serious illness (by the Medical Board of PGIMS, Rohtak or equivalent) 
of the candidate. The Institution reserves the right to recover such money from the defaulters as per 
due procedure and there after the candidates will also be debarred for admission to any PG Course for 

next 3 years. The Performa of the agreement is given in Annexure C . 
10 . Procedure for Admission to State Quota seats in Shri Krishna Govt. Ayurvedic College & Hospital 

Kurukshetra (Haryana ) . 
The admissions under above stated categories will be made on the basis of Haryana State Merit List 
prepared as per AIA - PGET -2019 from the list of registered candidates . 
The schedule of counseling, admissions and start of classes shall be inconformity with the schedule laid 

down by CCIM /Ministry of AYUSH , Government of India and State Government. 
( iii ) Candidates applying on the basis of AIA - PGET- 2019 should fulfill the eligibility criteria for being granted 

admissions as fixed under AIA - PGET - 2019 . 
( iv ) In case of a tie between two or more candidates having equal Marks/Merit, the inter-se-ranking of such 

candidates shall be determined as follows: 
a ) The candidate, who has obtained more percentage of marks in the final profession B . A . M .S . 

examination , shall be given preference for admission . 
If the candidate in the tie have equal percentage of marks in the final profession B . A .M . S . 
| examination then the candidate who has obtained more percentage of marks in B . A . M . S . course 
(aggregate percent) shall be given preference for admission . 
If the candidate in the tie have equal percentage ofmarks in the B . A . M . S . course (aggregate percent ), 

then the candidate older in age shall be given preference for admission . 
( V ) The candidates will have to appear in person before the admission committee at Shri Krishna AYUSH 

University , Kurukshetra for document verification (with all original documents and two sets of self -attested 
Photostat copies ). The detailed schedule will be announced later on and the candidates are required to 
regularly visit the website as stated above for updates. 
| The choice of the subject in order of preferences given by the candidate at the time of counseling will be 

considered as final. 
( vii ) The allotment of the subject shall be made strictly as per merit prepared /drawn on the basis of merit of AIA 

PGET -2019 of the candidate in the respective list or as the case may be . 
(viii ) Following will be the constituent of the Admission Committee :

The Admission Committee will be responsible for taking decision for admission related matters like 
supervision of admission & conduct of counseling , document verification , allocation of seats etc . in 
accordance with existing rules and regulation . Further, the admission Committee is empowered to take 
decision in all admission related disputes . 
Note . — 
1. 

The Additional Chief Secretary to Government of Haryana , Department of Health & AYUSH , 
will be the final Appellate Authority in all admissions related disputes for all Institutions and 
his decision shall be the final. 
Personal appearance of the Candidates along with all original documents in front of the 
Admission Committee at Shri Krishna AYUSH University , Kurukshetra shall be compulsory . 
Final number of seats in each course /subject will be available on the website of Shri Krishna 
AYUSH University , Kurukshetra (www . skau .in ) . 
In case there is vacancy after the first round of counseling due to any reason , such seats will be 
filled up during the second round of counseling . 

Fresh registration shall be allowed for participating in the second round . Fresh 
candidates will have to register themselves . The fresh candidates will also have to get 
their documents verified by the Admission Committee at Shri Krishna AYUSH 
University Kurukshetra . 
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The candidates, who have already registered themselves for first round and wish to 
participate in the second round , shall not be required to register again . However , they 
shall have to give their willingness/option to participate in the second round of 
counseling 
The candidate who have been allotted seat in the first round shall have a right to retain 
already allotted seat and this shall be changed only if he /she gets an updated and 
opted seat during second round . However , the candidates who wish to participate in the 
2nd round of counseling will have to submit their preferences afresh again . Candidates , 
who have been allotted, seat in first round should give the fresh choices in order of 
preferences for the Course /Institute in which they wish to upgrade themselves . 
The candidates who are allotted seats in the 2nd round of counseling but do not join , 
their Demand Drafts submitted to the Admission Committee shall stand forfeited , 
however they will be eligible to participate in the 3rd /mop - up round . 
The candidates who join the seat allotted to them during the second round counseling 
shall not be eligible to participate in the 3rd /Mop -up Round . 
If the seats still remain vacant even after the two rounds of counseling then left over 
seats will be filled up via 3rd /Mop -Up Round as per direction of Ministry of AYUSH , 
Government of India /CCIM /State Government and as per SKAU , Kurukshetra notified 

Schedule . 
V . Shifting to other subject will be allowed only in 2nd round of counseling and not 

thereafter. 
The Registration cum Counseling fee shall be as under : (Non - Refundable ) 
Rs. 4 , 000 / - for All Category except Person with Disability . 

Rs. 1, 000 /- for Person with Disability . 
Fee Structure 
The fee structure for MD /MS(Ayurveda ) courses in Shri Krishna Govt. Ayurvedic College & Hospital, 
Kurukshetra is under consideration for approval from Govt. of Haryana. Till then a fee of Rs. 10 ,000 / 
( Rs. Ten Thousand only ) will be charged from students as token money . The fees decided by State Govt. 
will be binding for all: 
The fee of Rs. 10 ,000 /- (Rs. Ten Thousand only ) for the first year course shall be deposited by the successful 
candidates in the shape of demand draft payable to Registrar , Shri Krishna AYUSH University , 
Kurukshetra or may be deposited through NEFT /RTGS in the Punjab National Bank , Ratgal Branch , 
Kurukshetra account no. 3287000100624483 ; IFSC PUNB0328700 .as a token money . 
General Instructions: 
a . List of original documents to be brought at the time of Counselling is at Annexure -D . No attested 

copies of certificates will be accepted , relaxation may be given on the discretion of Admission 
Committee . 
Admitted students shall pay the fees and other charges for all types of seats as per the fixed fee and 
other charges fixed by the Government of Haryana from time to time. 
The Benchmark Disability Certificate issued by Medical Board constituted by PGIMS, Rohtak will 
only be considered valid for admission purposes under the Benchmark disability category . The dates 
on which the medical board will sit for issuing the disability certificate shall be duly publicized on the 
website of Shri Krishna AYUSH University , Kurukshetra . The candidates are required to regularly 

visit the websites for information . 
d . The Vice -Chancellor of SKAU , Kurukshetra will be competent to issue any corrigendum / addendum if 

needed on the recommendation of Counselling Draft/ Admission Committee .

Copy of letter No. 62/ 17 /95 -6 GSI Dated , Chandigarh , the 3rd October, 1996 received from the Chief Secretary to 
Government Haryana addressed to All Heads of Departments, Commissioners Ambala , Rohtak , Gurugram and 
Hisar Divisions, All Deputy Commissioners and all Sub Divisional Officers ( Civil) in Haryana , The Registrar, 
Punjab and Haryana High Court and all District and Session Judges in Haryana. 
Subject: “ Bonafide residents of Haryana - Guidelines regarding ” . 

I am directed to invite your attention to Haryana Govt. letters noted in the margin on the subjectnoted 
above vide which the instructions were issued regarding simplification of procedure for obtaining the certificate of 
Domicile for the purpose of admission to educational institution ( including technical/medical institution ). The matter 
has been reconsidered in the light of judgment delivered by the Hon ble Supreme Court of India in the case of 
Dr. Pradeep Jain vs. Union of India and others reported as AIR 1984 - SC - 1421 , wherein it has been held that instead 
of the word ‘Domicile ’ the word ‘Resident be used in the instructions issued by the State Government and it has been 
decided to revise the Government instructions. Henceforth , the following categories of persons would be eligible for 
the grant of Resident Certificate : – 
(i) Candidates, who have passed the examination qualifying there for selection in an institution from a 

school/college in Haryana . 
Children / Wards (if parents are not living) / Dependents: - 
(a ) of the regular employees of Haryana State posted in or outside Haryana State or working on 

deputation ; 
of the regular employees of the statutory bodies/corporations established by or under an act of 
the State ofHaryana who are posted in Chandigarh or in Haryana or outside Haryana. 
of the regular employees of the Government of India posted in Chandigarh or in Haryana in 

connection with the affairs of the Haryana Government; 
( iii ) Children /wards ( if parents not living )/ dependents of persons who after retirement have permanently 

settled in Haryana and draw their pensions from the treasuries situated in the State of Haryana . 
( iv ) Children /wards (if parents are not living )/dependents of pensioners of Haryana Government 

irrespective of the fact that the original home of the retiree is in a state other than Haryana or he has 
settled after retirement in or outside Haryana ; 
Children /Wards ( if parents are not living)/dependents of persons, who have permanent home in 
Haryana and include persons who have been residing in Haryana for a period of not less than 15 years 
or who have permanent home in Haryana but on account of their occupation they are living outside 

Haryana; 
(vi) The wives of such persons who are bonafide residents of Haryana irrespective of the fact that they had 

belonged to any other State before marriage ; 
(vii) Persons who were born in Haryana and produce a certificate to that effect; provided that the 

parents / guardians (if parents are not living ) of persons belonging to any one of the above mentioned 
categories are : 
(a ) Citizen of India; 
(b ) Produce an affidavit to the effect that they or their children /wards ( if parents are not living)/ 

dependents have not obtained the benefit of Resident in any other State . 
All candidates claiming to be bonafide residents of Haryana should produce a Haryana Resident Certificate 
signed by the District Magistrate/General Assistant to Deputy Commissioner or Sub -Divisional Officer (Civil ) 
of the District/Sub -Divisions to which the candidates belong. Resident Certificates in respect of elsewhere or in 
respect of the Children /Wards/Dependents of Haryana Govt. employees who are posted at Chandigarh , Delhi 
or elsewhere or in respect of Children /Wards/ Dependents of pensioners of Haryana Govt. or in respect of the 
Children /Wards/ Department of the employees of the Government of India posted at Chandigarh or in Haryana 
in connection with the affairs of Haryana Government, or in respect of Children /Wards/Dependents of the 
employees and retirees of the Statutory Bodies /Corporations of Haryana established by or under an Act of 
the State of Haryana or a Central Act and located at Chandigarh , Haryana or outside Haryana , should be 
by their respective Heads of Departments . 
Candidates seeking admission in educational institutions (including medical and technical institutions) located 
in Haryana may not be required to produce Resident Certificate , if they have passed the examination from a 
school/college situated in Haryana . For this purpose, a certificate of the Principal/Headmaster from concerned 
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institution where the children /wards studied last should be considered sufficient. The Principal/Headmaster of 
the institution shall be competent to issue such certificate, which should be sufficient. 
If a candidate is admitted on the basis of claim that he belongs to the State of Haryana but at any subsequent 
time is discovered that his claim was false , the student shall be removed from the institution , all fees and other 
dues paid up to the date of such removal shall be confiscated . The Principal/Headmaster may take such other 
action against the student and his/her parents/ guardians as he may deem proper in the circumstances of any 
particular case. 
For the purpose of uniformity for issuing certificate of Residence in the case of various categories to be issued 
by the competent Authorities, proformas have been prescribed which are enclosed herewith . 
These instructions may kindly be noted carefully for compliance and the receipt of this letter may please be 
acknowledged .
